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® COLLECTIVE BARGAINING.

® The trade unlon movement rep-
resents the desire of wage earn-
ers to lmprove thelr condition In
life, says the Shoe Workers'Jour-
nal. It {8 a recognition that the
individual worker Is In no posl-
tion to bargain with the employ-
er a8 to the amount of his wages
or the conditions of hls labor,
but that the whole number of
employees in 8 given industry
or In a given operation of a stat-
ed factory may, by combininug as
one, make what 18 known as a
collective bargain with the em-
ployer and thus benefit them-
selves through thelr collective
bargain, when acting separately
as indlviduals they woulll be (le-
fented.

This prineiple of collective bar-
gaining is vital to the success of
the organized wage earner, Trude
unions have sought from the in-
ception oi {he movement for {he
establishment of this principle of
collective bargaining.
